5 Per Cent Discount on Goods
Imported in American Ves-
sels Is Nullified.

Washington.—Attorney-General Me-
Reynolds, in an opinion that has the
force of a declsion, has held that the
sub-sectlon of the new tariff law au-
thorizing a discount of 6§ per cent on
all goods Imported In American ves-
sels In nullified by its proviso that
nothing In this subwsection “shall be
#0 construed as to abrogate or in any
manner impalr or affect the provie-
fons of any treaty concluded between
the United States and any forelgn na-
tion.”

HSecretary MeAdoo, of the treasury
department, made public the attorney-
general’s opinion and announced that
in accordance with it all collectors of
customs would disregard the sub-sec-
tion, as they had been Instructed to
do on October 8. Entries held up
pending the decislon will now be Ii-
quidated and Importers who insist on
the 5 per cent discount will protest,
with the right of finally carrying the
question to the court of customs ap-
peals,

President Directa Caucus on Currency

President Wilson gave the order for
A senate caucus on currency blll. Fol-
lowing a conference with the presi
dent, Senator Bwanson, In charge dur-
ing the absence of Caucus Chalrman
Kern, returned to the capitol and s
sued the call

A# soon as the currency committes
adjourned the democratic members,
with the exception of Benators Reed
and Hiteheock, closeted themselves 4n
the room of Senator Hollis and went
over the altuation, They reached the
oonclusion that a full agreement In
committes was Impossible und that a
caucus was the only solution.

The caucus petition was signed by
27 democmtic senators, practically all
of whom are in the city, Telegrams
for all absentees were sent out,

Bill to Aid State Roads.

Road construction in the western
states will recelve a substantial im-
petus if congress passes a bill recent-
1y Introduced by Senator Myers, of
Montana, chairman of the senate pub-
lic lands committes, at the request of
the Interior department. In terms
this bill grants to ench of the western
states 260,000 neres of public lands,
with authority to the states to sell it
at not less than $4 an acre, and apply
the proceeds to good roads work. As
suming the lands granted the states
oan be sold at the price named, the
bill Is equivalent to a grant of §1,000,
000 to each state for the purpose nam-
od.

May Permit Shipment of Arma.

Developments in the Mexican situa-
tion here have emphasized the deter-
mination of the Washington govern-
ment (o refuse to recognize any of
the ncts of the noew Mexican congress.
It also was shown that President Wil
son was consldering the guestion of
permitting exportatidn of arms to all
factions in the southern republie.

The state department made publie
Huerta's statement to the diplomatie
corps at Mexico City. White house
officials called attention to what seem
ed to them an Inconsistency in the
Huerta note whereln It assumed as
valid the election of congressmen vot-
@d upon at the same time the vole whs
cast for president and vice-president,
which Is to be declured by Huerta null
and vold,

The purpose of the United States Is
neither to recognize Huerta's right to
continue In power, nor the acts of the
new congress ls the essence of what
has beon communicated to the foreign
diplomats by this government.

A joint resolution for a constitution-
al amendment making a majority vote
Insteand of a twothirds vole neces-
sary to override the president's veto,
has been introduced by Senator Over
man of North Carolina.

Secretary of State Bryan has signed
A peace treaty with Honduras, through
Minister Membreno. The plan I8 in
nocordance with the peace view of
President Wilson. Simllar treaties
have been signed with Panama, Sal
vador and Gautemala.
